Cattleyas 

All such varieties as C. Dowiana, C. Eldorado, C. 
Harrisoniae, C. Loddigesii, C. marginata and C. Bow- 
ringeana, as they pass out of flower will need new feed- 
ing material. Where the compost is in good condition 
it is not necessary to repot them—a top-dressing will 
suffice, but where the compost is sour it is better to 
repot them. Every subject should be carefully looked 
over and when the material looks dry give the whole 
mass a thorough soaking. Watering should be done 
early enough in the day from now on so as to get the 
atmosphere dry before closing up time or night. Dur- 
ing the winter months water must not be applied in- 
discriminately or a good deal of damage will follow. 
Give ventilation on all good days. 

Violets 

Keep a temperature from 40 to 45 degrees at night, 
with 10 degrees warmer when possible during the day. 
Syringe occasionally on bright days for red spider. At 
all times give all the air that outside conditions and 
weather will permit, at the same time putting a little 
heat on in order to keep the air dry. Don’t start and 
water the whole bench when there are only a few places 
dry. It is a good plan every morning to examine the 
beds in order to find the dry spots, To keep them too 
wet is as bad as keeping them too dry; we must guard 
against these two extremes and if we expect to keep our 
plants in a healthy growing and flowering condition 
the soil should be kept as evenly moist as possible all 
the time. It will soon be the days of dark and gloomy 
weather, which means more fire heat.’ Fumigating each 
week will keep the plants clean of fly; but should not 
be given too heavy. 

Evergreens in Pots for Winter Use 

Now is the proper time to get a good lot of these pot- 
ted up and they can be set under cover outside for some 
time, which will help to keep the foliage in better color 
and give the plants time to make some roots before they 
are sold. Every year there is more demand for ever- 
greens in pots or tubs. On the approach of winter the 
florists of all large cities are called upon to have some- 
thing to break the bareness of the entrances to hotels, 
stores and dwellings. These should be available in all 
sizes. When plants are wanted for inside or where 
freezing will be very slight, Euonymus japonica 
and its varieties will make excellent plants to break the 
monotony of so many conifers. Make an assortment of 
the many varieties of, retinosporas, arbor vitaes, juni- 
pers, yews, spruces, etc. Where you want trailing ever-

greens, Euonymus radicans and English ivy can be used 
to good effect. 
Primulas 

Give the primulas room to spread out. From 
now on a temperature near 50 degrees at night 
will suit them well. Keep them as near the glass as 
possible. Four, five and six-inch pot plants and make- 
up pans, fancy dishes, and baskets arranged for Christ- 
mas sales, should by this time be almost full grown. 
Plants that are wanted for late winter flowering should 
have their last shift now. Five-inch makes a very 
good size, but where exceptionally large and fine plants 
are required a six-inch pot can be used. A suitable 
soil can be prepared by intermixing equa! parts friable 
loam, leaf mold, and cow manure, and enough of sand 
to keep it open. With proper protection from frosts 
there is no better place for these plants than a cold 
frame until late in December. 


Lily of the Valley for Christmas 

A period of four weeks—rather a little over from 
the day the pips are planted in the pots—until they 
are ready to sell. Take five-inch and six-inch pots (or 
half pots will do), fill them full of pips, spacing the 
pips properly, having the neck even with the rim of 
the pot, allowing the three-quarter-inch long pips to 
project above. It is too early yet to force freshly im- 
ported stock. If not on hand, order some cold storage 
pips now from any supply house advertising in Hortt- 
cuLTURE. Perhaps the main thing is to be able to main- 
tain about 85 degrees for bottom heat with a few de- 
grees less on top. If at all well-grown a six-inch pot 
of lily of the valley with several dozens of flowers and 
trimmed with red water-proof crepe paper always sells 
well at Christmas. When the flowers are beginning to 
open, give more air and be very careful about watering 
so as not to let any rest on the bells. Gradually inure 
to the light and air to harden them up. 


Storing Cannas, Dahlias, Etc. 

Most of the cannas and dahlias are lifted by this time 
and placed in the shed. Before they are put away for 
the winter see that they are correctly labeled. Cannas 
will do fine in a violet house under the benches or some 
place as cool. Dahlia roots will require a dry place in 
some shed that does not fall below 45 degrees in the 
coldest weather. Gladioli will do in the same place. 
Gloxinias and tuberous-rooted begonias should be gradu- 
ally dried off and packed in dry sand in a temperature 
of about 50 degrees.

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Our task with the fall exhibitions 

Horticulture, for 1915 is now almost finished. We 

in the ascendant have done our best to give publicity 
and due credit to all, in the limited 

space at our disposal from week to week. Of necessity, 
considerable detail matter has been cut out from the 
voluminous mass reaching us from so many sources, 
but it has been our earnest endeavor to retain 
as much as possible of whatever has had educational 
value or interest for the greatest number of our readers. 
Each exhibition described has its individual features of 
superiority or distinction. There is something to be 
learned from all. It does not detract from our esti- 
mate of the achievements of other cities that we have 
given so much more space to the show in Cleveland. 


We could discern in this affair phases and potential 
possibilities different from andof wider significance than 
in the case of any other of the 1915 exhibitions and 
we feel that results as recorded are certain to have a 
distinct effect on future efforts of a similar character. 
One direct outcome of the Cleveland success is the move- 
ment already started to vivify and establish as an active 
working force the hitherto somewhat nebular organiza- 
tion known as the Ohio Horticultural Society. The 
right spirit seems to have been thoroughly aroused in 
the right place and in the right way and that is always 
good news. 


That was an almost invincible motto 
which the Cleveland flower show pro- 
moters adopted as their shiboleth in 
their big undertaking. All such affairs 
mean hard work—harder than is ever ad- 
equately understood or appreciated by those not directly 
involved—but it is all to little purpose unless there is 
complete harmony and hearty cooperation within and 
without. The Cleveland workers not only adopted this 
but lived up to it from start to finish; and that had 
much to do with the great success which they achieved. 
It was a shining example of efficient team work, despite 
the fact that it was a new experience to many and that 
the facilities and accessories available in halls accus- 
tomed to be used for flower shows had to be extem- 
porized, and the result presents an object lesson for us 
all. The day of deficits in public floral exhibitions is 
gone forever if all interests, private and commercial, will 
unite and work on some lines of “get together” and 
“pull together,” coupled with intelligent initiative and 
aggressive modern publicity promotion methods. That 
the interest in flowers in the time to come will be vastly 
increased in the community where such successful dem- 
onstrations of the florists’ art are given, no one can 
question, and thus the ultimate purpose of the Cleve- 
land enterprise was worthily accomplished. 


Factors 
that make 
for success 


The annual conventions of the So- 
ciety of American Florists and, re- 
cently, the National flower shows 
conducted by that body, have been 
highly esteemed for the unique advantages they have 
provided for the craft from places widely separated to 
meet together for mutual social intercourse and for 
trade purposes. The events of the past week, however, 
prove that this latter distinction does not necessarily be- 
long exclusively to the national conventions but that it 
is possible for a locally managed affair to consummate 
a very potent attraction on similar lines. The fact of 
the remoteness of the national society’s meeting place 
this year undoubtedly had some influence in making 
possible the unprecedented trade gathering under local 
auspices which was witnessed at Cleveland last week. 
The magnitude of the trade exhibition thus brought 
together and space paid for, the attendance of our six 
hundred trade and professional visitors from far and 
near and the expressed satisfaction with the amount 
of business transacted by the trade exhibitors—all this 
in the absence of any discussions, elections or other or- 
ganization proceedings, affords food for thought. This 
event, so successfully carried out should, and doubtless 
will, be regarded as sufficiently important for consid- 
eration by the executive body of the S. A. F. as to the 
particular part played by the trade exhibit as an influ- 
ential factor in the popularity of the annual conventions 
and the attendance thereat. Cleveland’s exploit cer- 
tainly has opened up a new and far-reaching vista of 
possibilities. 


The status of the 
trade exhibition 
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Blind Wood on Shawyers 


We have never experienced any trouble with Shawyer 
going blind in the winter, and so far this variety has 
done wonderfully well with us. We do find, however, 
that if the plants are growing very freely, and are not 
given sufficient plant food, here and there wiil be a 
shoot that will seem to lose its bud while it is very small, 
and thus appear blind. We go over these few and take 
the top off with the first leaf, and the growth that will 
start nearly always produces a good bud. This can also 
be done with the shorter blind wood which is natural on 
a rose plant. We find that nearly always the top eye 
and leaf will go to one side, the other eyes and leaves 
forming the straight stalk. If the top is taken out the 
growth will nearly always bring a bud. We find that 
Shawyer likes to be planted late, say after the first of 
July, and then kept going. It will stand much more 
drying out than the Killarneys and nothing better could 
happen to a bench or house of Shawyers just when they 
have finished a crop than a good drying out. This will 
make them break much better and stronger, and as soon 
as they start good, liquid manure, bonemeal or what- 
ever is available should be applied in liberal doses. This 
will push them right along, and there will be very little 
blind wood. Weak, mildewed stock we find is generally 
the result of too much water, not enough air and feed. 
When the plants are growing real good it is almost im- 
possible to overfeed them. Growers requiring long stems 
will find this an ideal rose, as we find it will cut mostly 
specials and extras, only a few No. ones and no No. 
twos at all. In cutting, cut all bottom breaks away 
down to two eyes above the bench, as it is almost im- 
possible to cut them back far enough. They will break 
much stronger if cut away back. 


The Thanksgiving Crop 


In the long run it does not pay to run the houses 
warmer around the holidays to increase the cut of roses, 
unless there is a very heavy crop on the plants so that 
nearly all the wood is in bud. When it happens this 
way, then an increase of two to four degrees will not 
prove harmful and will help open up a good many flow- 
ers that would otherwise come late. It should never be 
done only under the circumstances just mentioned, for 
if there is not a very heavy crop the wood that is just 
coming on will become soft and will show the effects of 
the warm nights for quite a while. Keeping the plants 
well watered when a crop is on will. also help push the 
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buds along; in fact plants with a big crop just begin- 
ning to show color should never be allowed to become 
at all dry. This of course does not apply to plants with 
a bud here and there, but to Killarneys, etc., say when 
there are ten or more buds on each all to be cut in a 
week or ten days. With the warm weather that we have 
had all along the chrysanthemums should be out of the 
way pretty well and prices for roses should come up. 
Roses should never be held back for a long time and 
then dumped on the market on the day before Thanks- 
giving. The buyers know a pickled rose the minute 
‘who will hold up 


they lay their eyes on it and the growe 
his stock for shipment before a holiday will fool no one 
but himself. The grower shipping in a good grade of 
stock of standard quality, well graded and always of a 
uniform cut, will come out far better than anyone who 
will send in pickled stock every now and then in hopes 
of realizing a cent or two more during the holiday rush. 
The former will have buyers waiting to take their stock 
as soon as it reaches the market, and the latter’s stock 
will as a rule lie and wait for a chance buyer to come 
along. Ship only fresh cut stock and win credit not 
only for yourself but for the Flower Business as a whole. 


Last Chance to Clean Up 

Winter will soon be here and the ground covered with 
snow. It will not be possible to do much cleaning up 
so no opportunity should be lost to burn up the remain- 
ing few heaps of brush and so on, and leave the grounds 
clean for the winter. It is surprising what a large num- 
ber of insects, mice, etc., will make their home in a 
heap of brush all winter, ready to come out in the spring 
and attack the garden or anything which we would like 
to grow. Do not burn the leaves. We have yet to find 
a place where the soil in the garden or fields contained 
all the necessary humus, and leaves will give us a good 
deal of it, if only they are taken care of. As a rule the 
maple leaves, and others coming from ornamental trees 
will fall when they are still yellow and not dried up 
altogether, and if they are plowed under, or added to 
the manure, they will decay very rapidly and enrich the 
soil considerably. Where stock is kept, these leaves can 
be used to good advantage as bedding and will then 
work into the manure very nicely. Where the manure 
is to be used for mulching later we would not use too 
many, but for field work it is impossible to have too 
much leaves in the manure. Many people are of the 
opinion that brush will not burn on a wet morning, but 
this is not true. A little dry straw or hay to start the 
fire, and any brush will burn up well except perhaps 
apple tree branches. Even these will quickly disappear 
if they are cut up a little.

feature retail florists’ displays were 
placed on Saturday. A large space 
was enclosed for them, with latticed 
arbor entrances on four sides. There 
were daintily decorated tables bearing 
the names of numerous Cleveland flor- 
ists, too numerous for individual men- 
tion here. Knoble Bros.’ arrangement 
with central fountain, Smith & Fet- 
ters’ Co.'s lovely bridal work, and sev- 
eral artistic arrangements by the Gas- 
ser Company were among them. This 
extensive retailers’ department was a 
show in itself and the space was at all 
times uncomfortably crowded with ad- 
miring throngs of ladies. 





One of the notable speeches at the 
banquet on Friday evening was that 
of E. G. Hill who although always 
eloquent and clever, quite outdid him- 
self on this occasion. He asserted 
that no show in America or Europe had 
equalled this one and in eulogizing 
Pernet-Ducher and others who had 
apent their life in developing new 
and improved roses and other plants, 
took occasion to vigorously lampoon 
the vain-glorious and empty preten- 
tions of Luther Burbank as compared 
with what these great, yet modest and 
unassuming, men had accomplished 
for the noblest profession open to 





mankind. 
The Coliseum is not an ideal hall 
for the display of flowers. Low 


studded, without galleries or alcoves, 
or auxiliary rooms, with its vast floor 
space of 65,000 feet unbroken except 
by the main entrance, this structure 
offers little opportunity for impressive 
effects, vistas, or other striking deco- 
rative possibilities. But such as it 
was, the management had taken full 
advantage of, and after the unavoid- 
able confusion of the opening day it 
presented a very bright and attractive 
appearance. 





E. G. Hill said in his banquet speech 
that he never before had so many rib- 
bons and cups to carry home and the 
decisions of the judges met his un- 
qualified approval! He and C. H. 
Totty were large factors in the big 
bloom = section. The pompons and 
singles were only second to the large 
blooms as a factor and, as Mr. Vincent 
declared, if they were not there it 
would have left a great vacancy.

Over 100,000 school children were 


privileged to see the show on the fore- 
noons of Thursday, Friday and Sat- 
urday. In a continuous file, two and 
four abreast, they came, and for hours 
each day the touching scene con- 
tinued. It will be long remembered 
as one of the most impressive fea- 
tures of Cleveland's big horticultural 
event. 

The Tea Garden as an adjunct to 
any large flower show, first given 
prominence in New York, seems to 


have quickly established itself in the 
approval of the “society” people. The 
experience in Cleveland was similar 
to that in New York and the Tea Gar- 
den must hereafter have its place in 
all well-regulated exhibitions. 





There were many massive plant and 
flower groups, not for competiton by 
the Nag-ir-roc Garden, Wickliffe. The 
letters of this mystic word reversed, 
read “Corrigan”; the name of one of 
Cleveland’s philanthropists and donor 
of the coveted Corrigan Cup. E. A. 
Bause is superintendent and Fred. Alt- 
knecht gardener in charge. 





The official handbook and program 
was made doubly valuable by the in- 
troduction of original practical contri- 
butions on horticultural subjects from 
a popular standpoint, including both 
house and garden plant topics. De- 
scriptive lists of unusual flowers 
worth growing were particularly 
praiseworthy. 





The new rose shown for a name by 
Cc. H. Totty and christened “Cleve- 
land” is a good deep pink but it needs 
the prime quality of fragrance. Gor- 
geous, also shown by Totty, capti- 
vated all with its delicious fragrance 
and shell-pink petals deeping to peach 
pink in the heart of the flower. 





All expenses were covered by the 
receipts up to Friday noon and the re- 
ceipts from that time until Sunday 
night were “velvet,” thus assuring the 
return of all guarantee subscriptions 
with a substantial dividend and a pro- 
portionate rebate to trade exhibitors 
on space purchased. 





The attendance on Friday evening 
reached its high tide. Five fire ward- 
ens were posted in various parts of 
the hall and at one time the chief was 
about to order the doors closed against 
any more admissions. The foyer was 
completely blocked with the crowds 
seeking entrance. 





The “Smoker” on Friday night at 
the Moose Club was enjoyed by a 
large number of the male visitors and 
local people. A cabaret’ entertain- 
ment and “Dutch lunch” were the 
conspicuous features in the program. 


The stipulation that in nearly 100 
classes in the premium list a special 
prize of $5 in gold would be given 
to the section man or actual grower 
of the stock taking first prize un- 
doubtedly stimulated competition. 





The vases, etc., were, as a rule, 
freshened up with new flowers as they 
became untidy and altogether the 
show was much more attractive at the 
closing of the fifth day than it usually 
the case. 





A large crowd was continually seen 
at the booths where the Women’s 
Florist Club of Cleveland offered flow- 
ers for sale. The receipts from this 
quarter must have been considerable. 





The Richmond Cedar Works sup- 
plied the cedar bark which was used 
to decorate the columns in the Coli- 
seum and the electric light poles on 
the streets leading to the show. 





The blue badge of the local commit- 
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tees was in evidence continually. 
Posted like sentinels in every part of 
the exhibition hall the boys were ever- 
lastingly “on their job.” 


The registration of visitors was ac- 
ceptably conducted under the amiable 
direction of George W. Smith. There 
were 643 registered visitors recorded, 
representing 551 firms. 


A heavy non-competitive exhibitor 
was W. G. Mather, president of the 
Ohio Horticultural Society. George 
Jacques is superintendent of the es- 
tate. 


Canada showed up well in the many 
chrysanthemum exhibits by the Dale 
Company and splendid long-stemmed 
roses by J. H. Dunlop. 


Cyclamen must be rapidly growing 
in popularity in the middle west judg- 
ing from the very large number of ex- 
hibits staged. 


The music was excellent and the 
change of performers each day was a 
well-considered and potent attraction. 


A... Jd. Loveless, of Lenox, Mass., 
showed a hanudsome yellow sport of 
Thanksgiving Queen, a noble flower. 


Cleveland will probably be a candi- 
date for the National Flower Show 
following that at Philadelphia. 


There was an excellent and well-ar- 
ranged display of hot-house grapes by 
O. C. Barber, of Barberton, O. 


Craig’s croton exhibit was a gem, 
or rather a cluster of gems. Smith & 
Fetters purchased it. 


Wm. Tricker had a beautiful aquatic 
display in a rock-rimmed pool with 
spray fountain. 


Carnation Belle Washburn, exhibit- 
ed by Bassett & Washburn, strikes us 
as a fine thing.

Another flower show has become his- 
tory and already those whose hard 
work and untiring energy for many 
weeks past made this one of the best 
exhibits ever held in the great Coli- 
seum, are laying plans for another 
year and a still better show. The at- 
tendance was not so large as the affair 
deserved, but this is due in part to the 
fact that the time of the show was co- 
incident with that of the chrysanthe- 
mum shows in each of the larger Chi- 
cago parks and they are each year 
drawing larger crowds. The special 
new features of this show were the 
giving of more space to the cut flower 
exhibits and the more artistic setting 
of the same; the bringing of the 
musicians to a large stage on the main 
floor, the barefoot dancing and, to 
some, most important of all, demon- 
strating how to wear cut flowers, 
which seems almost to have become a 
lost art. 

The retailers in general did not take 
the opportunity to advertise their 
business and to educate the public in 
the use of flowers, but those who did 
received a most gratifying amount of 
publicity and the prizes awarded were 
the smallest part of the results. Booths 
were attractively arranged and main- 
tained in perfect condition each day 
and thousands stopped and admired 
the tables and other features. The re- 
tailers exhibiting were A. Lange, J. 
Mangel, Geo. Wienhoeber, J. Simpson, 
E. Wienhoeber, O. J. Friedman, Geo. 
Wittbold Co., Schiller the Florist and 
W. H. Kidwell & Co. 

The largest prizes offered were for 
chrysanthemums, flowers arranged for 
effect. Ist prize, $200; 2nd, $150; 
3rd, $100. 1st was awarded to Geo. 
Wienhoeber. The display consisted of 
an assortment of large chrysanthe- 
mums arranged in one large and four 
smaller vases of rectangular design, 
covered with green velvet and placed 
on a green rug, the tallest in the cen- 
ter and the others the corners. There 
were no ribbons or other accessories. 
2nd was won by O. J. Friedman and 
8rd by J. Mangel. The arrangement 
of the large chrysanthemums in each 
entry was above the ordinary in artis- 
tic skill and no part of the show at- 
tracted more attention. Each booth 
deserves special mention. They were 
full of suggestion for the arrangement 
of flowers in the home and the public 
lingered longest in front of the booths. 

Groups and tables of plants for com- 
mercial purposes were shown by A. H. 
Schneider of Oak Park; A. N. Pierson, 
Inc., Cromwell, Conn.; C. C. Pollworth, 
Milwaukee, Wis.; Poehlmann Bros. Co. 
of Morton Grove; Ernest Rober, of 
Wilmette; Vaughan’s Seed Store, of 
Western Springs; Frank Oechslin and 
Geo. Wittbold, of Chicago. Lincoln 
Park also had a large and finely ar- 
ranged bed of palms and decorative 
plants. 


The space taken by the private gar- 
deners was especially attractive, four 
large beds of potted chrysanthemums 
and one of crotons making that part a 
delightful riot of color relieved by the 
large specimen ferns. A new exhibitor 
appeared this year, J. E. Tilt, of Chica- 
go, gard. Wm. Allen. All the private 
gardeners entered into the work with 
enthusiasm and their displays did 
much toward making the whole a suc- 
cess. 

The young ladies demonstrating the 
use of flowers for personal adornment 
were in evening dress and arm bou- 
quets, ankle bouquets, how to wear 
flowers in the hair and how to carry 
flower-bedecked swagger sticks and 
parasols, all served greatly to interest 
the public and a very high-class or- 
chestra added its full share each day. 

A beautiful sight which met the eye 
as the visitor entered the room was 
the large glass case containing the 
dozens of silver cups and the 20-inch 
silver punch bowl, all of which were 
given by the Chicago Greenhouse 
Manufacturers. 

The visitors register contained ,250 
names of out of town visitors, and it 
is fair to presume that a large number 
failed to register.

THE STREET FAKIR IN PHILADEL- 
PHIA. 
Editor of HorrTicuLTuRE: 

Your editorial in issue of November 
13th, calling attention to the over- 
whelming vote of the Florists’ Club of 
Philadelphia, that the street man pro- 
vides the only practical outlet for the 
surplus stock of the grower and whole- 
saler under present conditions, is mis- 
leading. In the cut flower business as 
in any other industry self interest is 
the dominating force in every large 
community. The growers and the com- 
mission men outnumber the retail flor- 
ists three to one, which is about the 
percentage of the representation found 
in the Florists’ Clubs. At the meeting 
referred to, about one-third of the 
membership, or some 75 members, a 
very good attendance as meetings go, 
were present. Not over twelve retail- 
ers were in evidence and when a vote 
was called after the discussion, it was 
this small representation against the 
growers and wholesale men who made 
up the balance of the assembly. Of 
course, the vote was almost unanimous 
in favor of the street vendor because 
of the self-interest which so closely 
identifies his business with theirs. The 
fact that vending of any kind is for- 
bidden by law on any of the principal 
business streets on which it would pay 
the fakir to operate, and that if by any 
legal process the way could be opened, 
it would also permit all street men in 
other lines, does not concern these 
gentlemen. They have flowers to sell. 
They want a broader market and like 
the man in the crowd they push ahead 
not caring whose toes they tread on. 
This question of the fakir will never 
down. It was a live issue twenty-five 
years ago. Today should the street 
men have to retire it would in some 
localities prove disastrous, causing 
great financial loss. Many successful 
retail men have risen from the ranks 
of the street men. So that storekeep- 
ing with all its attending expense 
must have been found more profitable. 

So, Mr. Editor, this action while it 
may seem to have been the almost 
unanimous opinion of all the interests 
of the trade, was but the expression of 
the men who grow and those who 
handle the flowers for them, prompted 
by their self interests in striving for 
a larger market, whether it interfered 
with the regular channels being of 
little or no concern to them.

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Flower Market Reports 


More seasonable weather 
and the approach of the 
Thanksgiving holiday al- 
ready begin to make their impress on 
the flower market. At present moment 
the upward trend is felt more than it 
is seen but it is in the air and it 
makes everybody feel better. Ameri- 
can Beauty roses have stiffened up 
about 25 per cent. and carnations have 
made a similar advance. Violets have 
jumped to double their price of last 
week and will undoubtedly go higher 
within a day or two. Football games 
favor the violet as well as the crimson 
chrysanthemums, such as Harvard, 
Mrs. G. W. Childs and Cullingfodii. 
Lily of the valley sells up to the limit 
and there are not too many orchids. 
Chrysanthemums as a general proposi- 
tion are still very draggy and sell 
cheap. Roses of the standard run are 
also low but are booked for a good ad- 
vance very soon. 

There is too much 
stock in the market 
considering the small 
amount of business. Everything along 
the line practically has to be forced 
on the buyers. Roses and carnations 
come in abundance and prices are all 
cut up. It was impossible to hold up 
prices under such conditions. Chrys- 
anthemums have been coming in quan- 
tity, pompons accumulating to some 
extent. Lilies, violets and other 
stock are moving very slowly. Cold 
weather with snow flurries have now 
set in and this will check the supply. 
Business moved along 
in a very satisfactory 
way the past week and 
the middle of November shows the 
half month footings are of good pro- 
portions. The first fall of snow oc- 
curred on the night of the 15th when 
a cold wave swept over Chicago and 
the ground was well covered in the 
morning. The effect of the flower 
show on the market was good. Pre- 
vious to its opening a sort of reaction 
had come from the brisk opening of 
the fall business but sales were lively 
when the attention of the public cent- 
ered on the big exhibition at the 
Coliseum. Stock has been coming 
very fast and the drop in temperature 
and cloudy sky are acting as a desir- 
able check just now. Chrysanthemum 
season is on the down side, the heav- 
iest cuts having been made by most 
growers. There is plenty of good stock 
of all kinds and an abundance of 
green.

formity than ever before, we should 
say. But they are away beyond any 
demand sufficient to clear the store- 
rooms of the enormous accumulation 
which becomes a daily increasing 
problem for the wholesale dealer. 
Roses are also seen in large numbers 
and they, together with the violets 
are the principal stock of the street 
vendors. A favorite combination with 
these curbstone dealers just now is 
violets and Mrs. Aaron Ward rosebuds, 
the contrasting colors making a pleas- 
ing impression and indicating that 
the street fakir is not devoid of color 
discrimination. While the roses and 
violets, as well as other standard 
flowers, are all badly stagnated, it is 
nevertheless quite likely that if the 
chrysanthemums were out of the way 
the market would have little trouble 
in assimilating the stock and we 
should not be surprised to see the 
really good chrysanthemums come to 
an abrupt ending before long, espe- 
cially if the weather continues as 
mild and stimulating as it has been 
thus far. Thanksgiving Day is a 
week distant at present writing and 
many things can happen in the mean- 
time. One of the really good selling 
things of humble antecedents is the 
calendula. These are eagerly sought 
by the first-class stores at the price 
of the best carnations. Referring 


again to the chrysanthemums, it is to 
be noted that the proportion of pom- 
pons in the wholesale markets is 
much larger than in past seasons and 
the varieties are well selected as to 
color and form. There is already 
some stevia being brought in. 
General condl- 
PHILADELPHIA tions have been 
a little draggy 
and prices generally in favor of the 
buyer. But as we write today (Nov. 
17) things have improved and there 
is a little more life and a promise of 
lively demand for Thanksgiving week. 
American Beauty roses are very plenti- 
ful and very fine quality; but of course 
they are not bringing the prices they 
should. The same applies to the whole 
list of roses. If we were to specify 
leaders the Russell and ophelia would 
certainly head the list. Carnations 
have been too plentiful but have 
slackened off a little in the past few 
days and are now in more normal 
shape. The golden flower is queening 
the autumn in true regal style, happy 
and glorious, the bright particular 
stars in her galaxy at present being 
the Chadwicks, the Eatons and the 
Bonnaffons—not forgetting our good 
old standby among the pinks, Dr. En- 
guehard. Orchids are scarce. The 
best cattleya we notice at present is

CHRYSANTHEMUM SOCIETY OF 
AMERICA. 

The annual meeting was held at the 
Hotel Hollenden, Cleveland, O., on No- 
vember 11, 1915. President Klein- 
heinz presiding. 

Officers were elected as follows: 
President, Wm. Kleinheinz, Ogontz, 
Pa.; vice-president, Wm. Vert, Port 
Washington, L. L, N. Y.; secretary, 
Chas. W. Johnson, 2134 W. 110th 
street, Chicago; treasurer, John N. 
May, Summit, N. J. Philadelphia was 
chosen for the 1916 meeting. 

The annual address of President 
Kleinheinz follows. 


Fellow Members of the Chrysanthe- 
mum Society of America: 

It gives me great pleasure to wel- 
come you in the City of Cleveland, at 
this, the 25th annual meeting of this 
society, which was organized in Buf- 
falo, in 1890, during the convention 
of the Society of American Florists. 
The officers then elected were as fol- 
lows: President, John Thorp; vice- 
president, Wm. K. Harris; treasurer, 
John Lane; secretary Edwin Lonsdale. 
All these gentlemen (I regret) have 
passed away; but this society is in- 
debted to them forever for organizing 
and promoting the good of the Chrys- 
anthemum Society of America, which 
has become, during its existence, a 
necessity to the “’Mum” growers, and 
everyone interested in chrysanthe- 
mums should do his best to increase 
the membership, and thus make this 
society one of the strongest in Amer- 
ica. Everyone should feel it his duty 
to help. This would prove the most 
suitable memorial to its founders and 
promoters, and would express our sen- 
timents and appreciation to them for- 
ever. 

I intended to arrange (if possible) 
to make this 25th convention an ex- 
ceptionally fine chrysanthemum show; 
but as our financial standing does not 
justify any extra expenses, I feel that 
the Ohio Horticultural Society, the 
Cleveland Florists’ Club and the Gar- 
den Club of Cleveland have relieved 
us of a great consideration by extend- 
ing their kind invitation for our ex- 
hibition for 1915 just at the proper 
time. This excellent exhibition proves 
that the gentlemen from Cleveland 
have fulfilled their promise given in 
Indianapolis last year to the fullest 
extent. 

Our secretary reported to me some 
time ago that he solicited several new 
members during and after the show of 
1914 in Indianapolis. I hope and 
shall expect that through this exhibi- 
tion in Cleveland our membership will 
be considerably enlarged. 

Every year the cry is coming up’ 
“The demand for chrysanthemums is 
waning.” With this I cannot agree. 
All gardening in America, in my 
opinion, is still in its infancy and 
everyone knows that range after range 
of greenhouses for commercial or pri- 
vate purposes are erected every year. 
In every private place and in every 
little garden you find chrysanthe- 
mums.

and aouien are grown; outdoors the 
hardy varieties are installed and used 
for decorative purposes very exten- 
sively and are considered the most 
beautiful flowers for late season. As 
a border plant or mixed with herba- 
ceous, it is the only flower that beauti- 
fies the gardens late in the year. 

The commercial men are able to 
give figures on the demands for chrys- 
anthemums and the records show that 
the sale of plants is increased yearly 
by thousands, and as long as this 
keeps up there is no danger of 
“Mums” becoming unpopular. And 
why should they become unpopular? 
The progress we are making you can 
see yourself by looking over the ex- 
hibits. The large flowering type is in- 
creased yearly in size; the pompons 
and singles are superior to the va- 
rieties of the past. 

In closing, I wish to express my 
thanks to the trade and to the press 
for the many courtesies extended for 
the welfare of the society; and to our 
competent secretary, Chas. W. John- 
son, who places his time and efforts at 
our disposal whenever needed. I also 
wish to express my highest apprecia- 
tion to all those who so liberally of- 
fered prizes, enabling us to form such 
a complete schedule. 











Report of Secretary Chas. W. Johnson. 


Mr. President and members of the 
Chrysanthemum Society of America, 
your Secretary submits his report for 
the past year as follows: 

He is pleased to report continued 
progress. The numbers of seedlings 
submitted to the examining commit- 
tees as you may see by the review of 
their work in the Society’s Annual 
Report shows an increase over the 


preceding year and for many years 
past. Some of the varieties which 
received a certificate have upheld the 
committee’s judgment and have gained 
the favor of the growers. The re- 
ports of the examining committees 
were sent to the trade papers each 
week as they were received and a final 
summary of the season’s work was 
published. The trade press very gen- 
erously printed these and other 
notices sent to them from time to 
time for which we owe to them our 
vote of thanks. 

While our membership has not in- 
creased as much as your officers would 
like, yet we have made considerable 
gain for the year. Some of the mem- 
bers delinquent with dues, after re- 
peated requests for payment, have 
been dropped from the roll. Our 
Society has gained greater publicity 
during the past year. 

At the invitation of Mr. G. A. Den- 
nison, Chief of Horticulture, Panama 
Pacific International Exposition, San 
Francisco, for the Chrysanthemum 
Society to have a part in a seasonal 
exhibition of Chrysanthemums at the 
Exposition in San Francisco, your 
secretary presented the matter to the 
members of the executive committee 
who unanimously voted that our 
Society take part in the event and 
offer a C. S. A. Silver Cup for the 
ten blooms of Chrysanthemums one 
variety. Consequently your secretary 
wrote to the Pacific Horticultural 
Society asking them to join us, which 
they consented to do with the result 
that a very fine exhibition was held, 
especially so in cut blooms of Chrysan- 
themums.

“The Management of a Private Country 
Estate, as viewed by a College Grad- 
uate.” “The Young Gardeners’ Oppor- 
tunity in this Country.” “Is Co-opera- 
tion Between Garden Clubs and Gar- 
deners’ Societies Desirable?” Presi- 
dent Everitt has appointed W. N. 
Craig, Duncan Finlayson and W. J. 
Kennedy a Committee on Convention 
Arrangements and they promise that 
the meetings will be made interesting, 
entertaining and instructive to all who 
attend.
